ICTA  Update 


On  April  14,  2011,  the  President  signed  into  law  H.R.  4,  "Small  Business  Paperwork  Mandate  Elimination  Act."  This  law 
repeals  the  1099  Legislation  the  onerous  reporting  requirement  included  in  last  year's  health  care  law. 

H.R.  4,  also  known  as  the  “Comprehensive  1099  Taxpayer  Protection  and  Repayment  of  Exchange  Subsidy 
Overpayments  Act  of  2011,”  repeals  the  expansion  in  the  Affordable  Care  Act  of  requirements  for  businesses  to  report 
information  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  on  payments  for  goods  of  $600  or  more  annually  to  other  businesses.  As 
you  may  recall  from  previous  articles,  this  1099-MISC  reporting  would  have  had  devastating  effects  on  our  hobby  and 
industry. 


DEBUNKING  CASH  REPORTING  &  ANTI-MONEY  LAUNDERING  MYTHS 


Almost  daily  I  get  calls  from  dealers  with  questions  on  the  Cash  Reporting  regulations  (IRS/FinCEN  Form  8300.)  Many 
are  ICTA  members  who  may  have  encountered  an  unusual  situation  or  who  just  want  to  confirm  that  they  are  handling  a 
situation  correctly.  Especially  in  recent  times  with  precious  metals  at  high  prices,  I’m  getting  more  calls  from  dealers  who 
are  NOT  (yet)  ICTA  members  and  who  have  “recently  heard  something  about”  cash  reporting  and  Anti-Money  Laundering 
(AML)  laws.  (Cash  reporting  laws  have  been  around  since  the  mid-1980’s!) 

If  you  recall  the  childhood  game  of  “Telephone”  where  a  verbally  communicated  story  becomes  wildly  distorted,  then  you 
won’t  be  surprised  by  some  of  the  misinformation  that’s  out  there.  Unfortunately,  not  knowing  what  the  laws  are  can  have 
disastrous  consequences.  Many  compliance  failures  are  FELONIES,  and  fines  can  START  at  $25,000. 

Here  are  a  few  of  the  most  common  cash  reporting  and  AML  “Do  I  have  to  comply”  questions: 

Q.  I  don’t  accept  any  cash  payments.  Do  I  still  have  to  comply  with  the  USA  PATRIOT  ACT  Section  352  Anti- 
Money  Laundering  law? 

A.  Compliance  with  the  PATRIOT  ACT  is  not  determined  by  whether  you  do  or  do  not  accept  cash.  If  you  never  accept 
cash  but  do  meet  the  $50,000  buy/sell  threshold,  you  must  comply.  Period.  (See  the  ICTA  website  under  What’s  New 
for  more  information  on  Section  352  compliance  thresholds.  This  tab  is  not  restricted  to  members.) 

Q.  Do  the  Cash  Reporting  and  Anti-Money  Laundering  laws  apply  to  our  small  Mom  &  Pop  business? 

A.  Again,  if  you  meet  the  thresholds  (and  with  the  price  of  precious  metals  today,  it  would  be  unlikely  if  even  a  Mom  & 
Pop  shop  doesn’t  quickly  meet  the  requirements),  you  must  comply.  A  small  business  perhaps  may  be  more  vulnerable 
to  being  taken  advantage  of  than  bigger  companies  that  can  employ  in-house  professional  compliance  officers. 

Q.  The  IRS/government  hasn’t  notified  me  that  I  have  to  comply. 

A.  This  is  one  of  my  favorites.  If  you’re  waiting  for  a  special  delivery  letter  at  your  door,  you’ll  have  a  better  chance  of 
that  letter  being  an  audit  notice!  Although  in  fact,  the  government  has  notified  you.  They  publicly  publish  new  regula¬ 
tions  in  things  such  as  the  Federal  Register.  It’s  up  to  YOU  to  keep  up.  (Which  is  why  most  businesses  have  an  account¬ 
ant,  perhaps  and  attorney  and,  the  very  wise  ones,  membership  in  trade  associations  such  as  ICTA!) 

Q.  I  only  sell  numismatic  items  and  don’t  sell  any  precious  metal  bullion  products.  Must  I  comply  with  Section 


352? 


A  Maybe  If  you  buy  and  sell  items  such  as  U.S.  $20  and  $10  gold  coins,  those  may  trigger  the  threshold  for  compli¬ 
ance.  Again,  consult  the  ICTA  website  for  more  information. 

Q.  I  only  buy  and  sell  wholesale. 

A  Many  companies  restrict  their  business  “to  the  trade”  and  do  not  solicit  retail  business.  HOWEVER,  if  you  buy  from 
or  sell  to  your  employees  and  their  family  and/or  friends,  that  may  qualify  as  retail  business  for  purposes  of  Section  352 
and  you  may  find  that  you  must  comply  after  all.  I’m  aware  of  several  companies  that  got  this  unpleasant  surprise!

It’s  a  thrill  to  make  a  new  coin 
discovery!  Imagine  being  the 
first  to  uncover  a  new  silver  dol¬ 
lar  VAM  variety,  and  then  to  for¬ 
ever  be  listed  in  the  VAM  Hall  of 
Fame  as  that  coin’s  discoverer. 
Think  it  can’t  happen?  Think 
again.  Hundreds  of  collectors 
have  made  new  discoveries 
since  first  publication  of  how  to 
make  a  new  coin  discovery  in 
my  Summer,  1999  issue  of  Top 
100  Insights.  You  can  make  a 
new  discovery  too! 

The  first  step  in  making  a  new 
discovery  is  to  carefully  look  at 
your  coins.  You  will  need  to 
compare  pictures  and  various 
features  of  them  to  pictures 
given  in  your  most  recent  coin 
references.  For  example,  if  you 
are  looking  at  silver  dollars,  you 
can  use  the  Comprehensive 
Catalog  and  Encyclopedia  of 
Morgan  &  Peace  Dollars  by 
Leroy  Van  Allen  and  A.  George 
Mallis.  Since  the  4th  edition 
published  in  1991  is  the  latest 
edition,  Mr.  Van  Allen  also  pub¬ 
lishes  annual  VAM  supplements 
showing  the  latest  discoveries. 
You  may  need  these  too. 
However,  you  can  also  access 
pictures  and  information  about 
new  Morgan  and  Peace  dollar 
discoveries  at  VAMworld.com 
(refer  to:  Guidelines  for  Coin 
Submittal  and  Die  Varieties) 

When  you  find  a  silver  dollar 
that  looks  different  than  those 
that  are  known,  share  it  with  a 
trusted  friend  for  a  second  opin¬ 
ion.  You  should  also  share  it 
with  a  silver  dollar  expert  either 
by  mail  (be  sure  to  include 
return  postage)  or  at  a  show. 

If  you’ve  made  it  this  far,  you 
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may  have  a  possible  new  dis¬ 
covery.  The  next  step  is  to  con¬ 
tact  Leroy  Van  Allen  at 
vams@woh.rr.com  You  will 
need  to  send  your  coin  to  him  at 
P.O.  Box  196,  Sidney,  OH 
45365.  Please  note  there  is  a 
$5  charge  per  coin  with  a  10 
coin  maximum  per  month.  You 
must  include  return  postage, 
preferably  registered,  insured. 


Within  a  week  or  two,  you  will 
receive  a  letter  from  Mr.  Van 
Allen  indicating  whether  he 
assigned  a  new  VAM  number, 
or  whether  it’s  one  that  exists.  If 
it’s  the  former,  congratulations 
on  your  new  discovery! 

You  can  also  make  new  discov¬ 
eries  in  other  series  as  well.  For 
early  gold,  I  recommend  acquiring 
John  W.  Dannreuther  and  Harry 
Bass  Jr.’s  reference  Early  Gold  Coin 
Varieties.  Contact  John  at 
jdrc@mindspring.com  with  any  pos¬ 
sible  new  discoveries. 

For  seated  coins,  bound  copies  of 
the  Gobrecht  Journal  are  a  good 
start.  John  McCloskey,  Liberty 
Seated  Collectors  Club  President, 
www.lsccweb.org/default.htm  is 
a  great  resource  in  helping  to 
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validate  your  potential  new  dis¬ 
covery.

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Anthony  Swiatek  To  Speak  at

The  Maryland  State  Numismatic 
Association  (MSNA),  in  conjunction  with 
the  Whitman  Coin  &  Collectibles  Baltimore 
Expo,  is  pleased  to  present  its  third  speak¬ 
er  in  the  MSNA  Distinguished  Lecturer 
Series:  Anthony  Swiatek,  one  of  the  coun¬ 
try's  leading  numismatic  writers  and  educa¬ 
tors.

Foreword  by  Eric  P.  Newman,  Whitman  Publishing,  LLC,  2011,

The  Secret  History  of  the  First  U.  S.  Mint  -  How  Frank  H.  Stewart  destroyed  -  and  then  saved  a  national  treasure  by 
dynamic  and  award-winning  authors  Joel  Orosz  and  Leonard  Augsburger.  It  is  a  well  written  and  informative  hardcover 
reference  containing  336  pages,  full  of  color  plates.  The  majority  of  information,  as  well  as  photos  have  never  been  pub¬ 
lished.  This  is  another  can’t  miss  publication  for  Whitman  that  once  you  start  reading  it  is  hard  to  put  down.  The  two 
page  preface  for  this  book  gives  the  reader  insight  into  how  the  authors  came  together  to  co-author  this  reference. 
Leonard  Augsburger  was  originally  focused  on  his  “Treasure  in  the  Cellar,”  and  Joel  Orosz  on  the  1792  half  disme  and 
Dunsmore’s  celebrated  painting,  “Washington  Inspecting  the  First  Money  Coined  by  the  United  States”.  From  that  small 
beginning  doors  started  opening  and  more  information  was  found  regarding  the  First  U.  S.  Mint  and  Frank  H.  Stewart. 
Sherlock  Holmes  would  be  very  proud  of  the  co-authors  of  this  reference  for  going  the  extra  mile  with  their  15  weeks  in 
researching  information  for  the  reference. 


We  especially  liked  how  the  reference  was  organized.  Following  the  Foreword  and  Preface  was  the  Acknowledgments 
which  covered  about  107  names.  The  eight  page  Introduction  on  “The  Declaration  House:  Foreshadowing  of  the  First 
Mint’s  Fate,”  quoting  the  reference  “How  did  a  modest  farmer’s  son  named  Frank  Huling  Stewart  grow  up  to  buy  the  first 
U.  S.  Mint?”  How  did  he  “become  the  villain  who  demolished  it?”  These  and  many  other  questions  will  be  answered  in 
this  introduction,  as  well  as  the  ten  chapters  that  follow. 


Following  the  Chapters  is  an  Afterword:  The  Mint  as  It  Was,  the  Mint  as  Stewart  Fixed  It  in  Memory.  These  seven 
pages  are  full  of  historical  information.  We  liked  and  quote,  “The  Mint,  as  Stewart  fixed  it  in  our  memories,  was  a  place 
of  productivity,  where  workers  stood  at  their  posts  efficiently  striking  the  coin  of  the  realm.  The  Mint  as  it  actually  exist¬ 
ed  was  a  place  of  backbreaking  labor,  requiring  of  its  employees  11 -hour  days  and  six-day  workweeks.”  Wow,  and  today 
we  hear  talk  of  a  four  day  workweek. 


The  book  covers  in  great  detail  the  various  construction  and  fire  at  the  mint  from  1792  until  it  was  sold  at  auction  in  1835. 
Frank  Stewart  bought  the  mint  in  1907.

Mr.  Stewart’s  collection  of  early  coins 
from  1792  to  1812  is  discussed  in  detail. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Stewart  was 
not  a  coin  collector  in  our  terms  as  he 
had  no  interest  in  the  condition  of  his 
coins  or  the  completeness  of  his  collec¬ 
tion.  The  gold  areas  were  covered  only 
to  the  half-eagle.  Stewart  expressed  an 
interest  in  the  1804  dollar  but  would  not 
spend  the  $3,600  one  would  cost  at  the 
time  even  though  he  had  the  means  to 
purchase  it.  Stewart  wrote  an  indispen¬ 
sable  history  of  the  first  mint,  History  of 
the  First  United  States  Mint  in  1924. 
Most  of  what  we  know  about  the  first 
mint  buildings  we  know  because  of 
Frank  Stewart’s  exertions.  Stewart’s 
commissioned  artworks  were:  John 
Ward  Dunsmore’s  Inspection  of  the  First 
Dies  and  Washington  Inspecting  the 
First  Money  Coined  by  the  United 
States,  Edwin  Lamasure’s  Cradle  of 
Liberty  and  Ye  Olde  Mint.  The  details  of 
these  artworks  were  explained  from 
conception  to  preservation.

The  21  pages  of  notes  cover  all  the 
sources  that  were  used  for  the  refer¬ 
ence.  The  Selected  Bibliography  will 
give  bibliophiles  references  that  might 
help  them  find  information  for  projects 
they  are  working  on  and  the  Index  will 
take  them  directly  to  information  that  is 
needed  immediately. 

It  is  great  that  these  two  authors  have 
come  together  to  present  to  us,  “The 
Secret  History  of  our  First  U.  S.  Mint”.  It 
helps  to  answer  just  about  any  question 
that  anyone  would  have  on  our  first  U. 
S.  Mint,  its  operation  and  history  right 
down  to  the  hours  employee’s  worked 
coining  our  first  money.

Byzantine  Coins 

The  ancient  series  most  neglected  in  the  USA

Eastern  Rome  or  Byzantine  coins  cover  a  one  thousand  year  period  known  as  the  Dark  Ages.  Most  collectors  of  ancient 
coins  collect  Greek,  Roman,  Celtic,  Moslem  or  Sassanian  coins.  Collecting  Byzantine  coins  offers  the  ancient  collector 
a  series  so  diverse  you  could  spend  a  lifetime  and  still  never  accomplish  your  goal. 


Coins  were  issue  in  gold,  electrum,  silver,  billion  and  bronze/copper  by  nineteen  mints.  For  the  collector  with  limited 
funds  I  recommend  copper  coins  which  were  issued  in  fourteen  different  denominations.  Beginning  collectors  should 
purchase  the  following  books,  “Byzantine  Coins  and  Their  Values”  by  David  Sear,  “Eastern  Roman  successors  of  the 
Sestertuis”  by  Harlan  Ber,  “Speedy  Identification  fo  Byzantine  Copper  Coins”  by  C.  Daniel  Clark  and  “Introduction  to 
Eastern  Roman  Coinage”  by  John  B  Ihotka,  MD,  PhD. 

To  start  your  collection  you  may  want  to  consider  coin  metal  by  mint  and  by  denomination.  There  are  14  different  denom¬ 
inations.  A  side  series  is  called  the  anonymous  copper,  these  coins  show  a  picture  of  JESUS  CHRIST  on  the  front  and 
either  Mary,  a  cross,  or  words  about  JESUS  CHRIST  on  the  back  of  the  coin. 


Many  coins  were  over  struck,  some  up  to  four  former  type  and  inscriptions  are  present  on  the  coin  surface. 
Countermarks  are  not  common  in  Byzantine  coins  but  were  issued  for  Sicily.  The  countermark  is  “scl  “and  with  a  mono¬ 
gram  of  the  emperor  on  a  previously  issued  coin. 


The  collecting  Byzantine  coins  offers  the  collector  a  fantastic  series  which  at  present  is  only  enjoyed  by  an  estimated 
500  collectors  in  the  U.S.A..  The  price  of  copper  /bronze  coins  is  the  cheapest  of  all  ancient  coin  fields.  The  opportuni¬ 
ties  in  collecting  byzntine  coins  are  unlimited. 
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Short  Sets

Collectors  who  want  to  complete  meaningful  sets  without  a  large  cash  outlay  may  consider  building 
“short  sets’  of  favorite  coin  series.  A  “short  set”  of  a  coin  series  can  enable  a  collector  to  have  fun 
putting  a  set  together  without  spending  years,  or  thousands  of  dollars.  Building  a  “short  set”  enables 
a  collector  to  see  if  he  really  enjoys  a  coin  series  before  spending  time  and  money  to  build  an  entire 
date  and  mintmark  set.  And  because  some  early  rarities  in  the  set  can  be  avoided,  the  collector  can 
spend  a  few  extra  bucks  in  higher  grade  coins,  making  a  more  beautiful  set. 


One  example  of  a  popular  “short  set”  is  the  Buffalo  nickel  collection  from  1934-1938.  Only  twelve 
coins  make  up  this  set,  and  none  is  a  rarity.  Fans  of  the  Buffalo  nickel  can  build  a  set  in  Mint  State, 
and  it  could  be  a  challenge,  if  the  collector  is  picky  about  condition.  Certain  dates  come  more  light¬ 
ly  struck  than  others.  A  collector  can  have  a  nice,  average  Mint  State  set;  such  a  set  housed  in  its 
own  holder  can  be  attractive.  If  you  want  more  choice  coins,  with  a  bolder  strike,  it  may  take  some 
looking,  and  you  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  finding  these  coins.  This  pursuit  of  the  finest  struck 
Buffalo  nickel  can  give  you  a  taste  of  what  it’s  like  to  build  a  full  set  of  Buffalos,  a  series  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  softly  struck  coins.  Examining  the  later  dates  can  give  you  an  idea  of  what  to  look  for  in  detail, 
the  buffalo’s  head,  the  Indian’s  braid,  etc.  You  may  also  decide  that  you  are  not  up  to  the  challenge, 
and  be  happy  with  your  short  set. 


Another  popular  “short  set”  is  a  set  of  Mercury  dimes  from  1941-1945.  This  pretty 
coin,  another  favorite  with  collectors,  looks  lovely  when  in  Mint  State  and  displayed 
with  a  number  of  other  dates.  None  of  these  coins  is  a  real  rarity;  however,  just  as 
with  Buffalo  nickels,  collectors  can  find  a  challenge  in  searching  for  well-struck  coins. 

The  1945-P,  in  particular,  is  very  difficult  to  find  with  a  full  strike. 


A  good,  and  historial,  “short  set”  is  a  collection  of  War  nickels,  1942-45.  Each  coin  is  35%  silver. 
When  worn,  the  coins  look  dirty,  compared  to  five-cent  coins  made  of  copper-nickel,  but  when  Mint 
State,  the  coins  have  the  lovely  white  appearance  of  silver  coins.  World  War  II  buffs  may  want  this 
set,  as  well  as  collectors  who  do  not  want  to  pursue  a  full  set  of  Jefferson  nickels,  but  do  want  a  nice 
selection.  And  this  set  is  cheap,  as  coin  sets  go. 


The  Lincoln  set,  one  hundred  years  old  now,  has  a  number  of  “short  sets”  within  the  complete  set.  A 
collection  of  cents  with  the  Lincoln  Memorial  reverse  goes  back  fifty  years,  contains  many  different 
dates  and  mintmarks,  and  can  be  collected,  even  in  proof,  without  a  generous  cash  outlay.  Some 
collectors  want  sets  going  back  to  1941,  a  collection  that  includes  a  good  number  of  cents  with  the 
wheat  ears  on  the  reverse,  and  also  incudes  the  Wartime  issues  of  1943. 


Those  interested  in  cents  older  than  the  famous  Lincolns  may  want  to  build  a  “short 
set”  of  Indian  cents.  The  twentieth  century  issue,  from  1900-1909,  make  an  attrac¬ 
tive  set,  especially  in  Mint  State  or  proof.  Only  two  coins  bear  mintmarks,  the  San 
i  Francisco  issues  of  1908  and  1909.  The  only  truly  scarce  coin  in  this  series  is  the 
1909-S,  but  if  a  collector  desires  only  a  date  set,  this  coin  can  be  avoided,  and  a 
loverly  little  set  completed  at  not  too  painful  a  price.

Walking  Liberty  half  dollars  considered  to  be  the  most  beautiful  United  States 
silver  coin,  can  be  collected  as  a  “short  set”.  Coins  from  1941-1947  are  not  all 
that  rare,  and  in  high  grade,  make  a  lovely  set  to  behold.  Fans  of  the  one-ounce 
silver  Eagles  may  choose  to  collect  such  a  set,  as  the  obverse  design  of  the  Eagle 
came  form  the  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar.  A  few  of  these  coins  are  known  for  weak 
strikes,  so  a  collector  who  is  fussy  about  condition  and  strike  can  spend  some  time  tracking  own 
choice  specimens. 


A  big  set  of  coins  popular  with  collectors  inspired  a  very  attractive  “short  set”.  Morgan  dollars  were 
struck  from  1878-1904  and  1921,  a  grand  set  with  many  different  dates  and  mintmarks,  with  many 
scarce  and  one  rare  coin  to  make  it  a  challenge.  A  set  of  Morgan  dollars  from  the  Carson  City  Mint 
makes  a  nice  set,  especially  if  housed  in  a  special  holder  in  the  shape  of  Nevada.  The  1879  and 
1889  issues  will  not  be  cheap,  even  in  lower  grades,  but  this  is  a  worthwhile  set  to  build.  Carson  City 
coins  have  always  been  favorites  with  collectors  anyway  --  why  not  build  a  set  of  the  most  popular 
collector  coin  from  the  historical  Carson  City  Mint? 

Another  big  set  that  just  recently  became  popular  is  the  Washington  quarter  set. 

Struck  from  1932  to  the  present,  the  Washington  quarter  was  never  exactly 
number  one  on  the  collecting  parade  until  the  Statehood  quarter  program 
began  in  1999.  Many  collectors,  young  and  old,  paid  more  attention  to 
quarters,  and  began  seeking  older  issues.  Young  collectors  could 
check  their  change  for  coins  going  back  to  1965  --  the  first  year  of  the 
copper-nickel  quarters  -  and  get  a  sense  of  what  it’s  like  to  build  a  set. 

Maybe  Mother  or  Grandmother  had  some  older  silver  coins,  to  add  to  the 
collection. 

Maybe  mother  herself  wanted  to  collect  the  quarters,  and  found  many  different  ways  to  do  so.  The 
“short  set”  of  coin  from  1965  to  date  would  comprise  a  good  number  of  coins.  The  Statehood 
Quarters,  themselves,  represent  a  short  set.  Those  interested  in  the  old-fashioned  silver  coins  could 
save  quarters  from  1941-1964,  a  popular  “short  set”  that  has  its  own  album. 

Washington  Quarters,  a  coin  produced  for  seventy-five  years,  lends  itself  to  collecting  a  number  of 
“short  sets”.  Besides  the  collecting  methods  already  mentioned,  a  collector  could  save  one  of  each 
date,  ignoring  mintmarks.  Maybe  a  set  of  all  proof  issues  would  be  a  good  pursuit,  and  a  very  pret¬ 
ty  set  too.  All  silver  proof  coins,  clad  proofs,  Statehood  Quarter  proofs,  any  combination. ...there  are 
many  possibilities  in  this  big  series  of  coins! 


These  are  only  a  few  famous  and  more  popular  “short  sets”  of  United  States  coins.  A  collector  can 
use  his  imagination,  and  think  of  many  more  “short  sets”  in  his  favorite  series.  Complete  unto  them¬ 
selves,  “short  sets”  of  United  States  coins  enable  a  collector  to  build  lovely  and  meaningful  sets  with¬ 
out  a  big  cash  investment,  long  pursuits  of  major  rarities,  and  frustration  at  empty  holes  in  albums 
that  stay  empty.  And  maybe  the  building  of  a  “short  set”  in  a  series  of  coins  that  are  new  to  you,  can 
lead  to  a  new  interest  and  a  new  specialty  in  a  series.  r^nd

Q.  I  see  in  the  AML  law  the  phrase  “Covered  Goods.”  Do  I  have  to  do  special  reporting  on  these  items? 

A.  No.  The  term  “covered  goods”  refers  to  certain  products  that  have  a  high  precious  metal  intrinsic  value  and  is  part  of 
the  formula  used  to  help  determine  whether  a  company  needs  to  comply  with  Section  352.  Even  if  you  are  required  to 
comply  with  this  section  of  the  PATRIOT  ACT,  compliance  does  NOT  include  reporting  whenever  your  customers  buy  or 
sell  such  products. 

Q.  My  customer  wants  to  split  up  his  transaction  into  2  or  more  in  order  to  avoid  the  reporting.  (Often  this  can 
be  a  husband  and  wife  situation.) 

A.  This  is  an  oldie,  but  worth  repeating.  Oh  yes,  clients  want  to  do  all  sorts  of  things  but,  once  again,  structuring  a  trans¬ 
action  to  avoid  8300  reporting  is  ILLEGAL.  In  the  case  of  the  husband  and  wife,  the  fact  that  they  are  related  means 
the  two  transactions  are  automatically  considered  related,  and  will  require  reporting  anyway.  That  “relationship”  is  not 
limited  to  family  members  (brother/sister,  cousins,  etc.)  but  also  can  apply  to  business  associates,  friends  and  other  fac¬ 
tors  that  may  link  two  or  more  people  and  their  transactions. 

Caution  to  Business  Owners:  Be  SURE  your  compliance  officer  knows  and  is  following  all  of  your  company’s  policies 
and  procedures.  Your  AML  Plan  does  NOT  belong  on  a  bookshelf  somewhere  -  you  need  to  follow  what  the  Plan  calls 
for!  If  you  are  the  compliance  officer,  listen  carefully  and  be  sure  to  implement  any  recommended  changes  to  the  AML 
plan  your  independent  review  professional  makes. 

Caution  to  Customers:  Structuring  (as  in  splitting  up)  your  transaction  to  attempt  to  avoid  cash  reporting  laws  is  ille¬ 
gal.  Seriously  illegal.  I  know  of  several  situations  that  turned  out  very  badly  for  the  person  structuring  what  was  other¬ 
wise  perfectly  legal  cash.  You  are  just  as  responsible  for  complying  with  these  laws  as  any  business  is.  Someone  may 
have  told  you  that  if  you  do  such  and  so  you  can  avoid  the  reporting.  Very,  very  bad  advice.  Sometimes  customers  try 
to  be  “clever”  in  attempting  to  avoid  the  reporting  and  have  actually  created  a  reporting  situation.  Not  so  clever.  Coin 
dealers  don’t  want  problem  customers.  Don’t  be  one. 

Maryland  Bill  to  Repeal  Sales  Tax  Exemption  Fails 

Numismatic  Community  Pulled  Together  to  Defeat  HB  206 

A  bill  in  the  Maryland  House  of  Delegates  that  would  have  ended  the  sales  tax  exemption  for  coins  has  been  defeated. 

The  bill  -  the  Sales  and  Use  Tax  Exemption  for  Precious  Metal  Bullion  and  Coins  —  failed  to  make  it  out  of  the  Revenue 
Subcommittee  of  the  Ways  &  Means  Committee  by  the  end  of  the  legislative  session  on  April  11 .  The  death  of  HB  206 
was  a  major  victory  for  the  numismatic  and  precious  metals  community. 

Whitman  Expo  General  Manager  David  Crenshaw,  who  helped  lead  a  coalition  against  the  bill,  says  there  is  plenty  of 
credit  to  go  around.  “This  was  a  classic  case  of  the  numismatic  community  coming  together  quickly  and  effectively  to  get 
the  job  done.  Whitman  committed  the  necessary  resources  to  engage  a  top-flight  lobbying  firm,  The  Rasmussen  Group, 
and  we  certainly  brought  a  lot  of  people  together,  but  it  took  all  of  us  to  ensure  the  defeat  of  this  wrong-headed  meas¬ 
ure,”  Crenshaw  said.  (Yes,  of  course  ICTA  was  working  with  David  &  Whitman  on  this!  -D) 

Currently,  30  states  have  some  form  of  exemption  from  sales/use  taxes  on  precious  metals  and  rare  coin/currency  items. 
(ICTA  members  can  see  the  entire  ICTA  sales  tax  chart  and  map  on  the  website  -  www.ictaonline.org  -  under  the  restrict¬ 
ed  Members  Only  tab.  Log  in  then  scroll  to  the  Special  Reports  link.) 

With  state  governments  throughout  the  country  struggling  more  than  ever  to  make  ends  meet,  we  have  recently  seen 
other  states  seriously  consider  repealing  the  sales  tax  exemption  on  precious  metals  and  coins.  ICTA  warns  you  must 
be  sure  someone  is  monitoring  your  state  legislature  for  any  legislation  that  would  have  a  negative  impact  on  your  state’s 
coin  community.  This  would  include  not  only  sales  tax  exemptions,  but  also  very  onerous  secondhand  dealer  also  know 
as  “holding”  laws.  These  have  been  popping  up  increasingly  often!  These  laws  are  frequently  proposed  by  law  enforce¬ 
ment  entities  intending  to  prevent  fencing  and  other  illegal  activity;  unfortunately  however,  they  often  are  written  in  such 
a  manner  that  they  serve  to  virtually  prohibit  legitimate  business  for  both  dealers  and  their  customers  while  not  affecting 
any  illegal  trade.

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Just  A  Half  Dollar,  Please?

When  you  stop  and  think  about  useful  coins,  the  type  that  are  always  in  your  pocket,  the  ones  you  need  in  a 
pinch  for  a  parking  meter  or  vending  machine,  the  half  dollar  is  -  well,  it’s  at  the  bottom  of  the  list.  Really  now,  can  you 
think  of  any  other  United  States  coin  that  is  less  used  and  appreciated  than  a  half  dollar?  Cashiers  don’t  want  them, 
since  they  have  no  cash  drawer  for  them.  Vending  machines  don’t  take  them,  for  some  reason  that  apparently  only  the 
vending  machine  companies  know.  The  United  States  Mint  hasn’t  even  bothered  to  make  one  per  person  for  each  United 
States  resident  in  heaven  knows  how  many  years  (there  are  about  300  million  of  us  as  of  the  last  census,  by  the  way). 
But  when  it  comes  to  collecting,  all  of  this  means  exactly  -  nothing.  Half  dollars  are  still  fun  to  collect.  So,  even  when 
silver  metal  is  knocking  on  the  door  of  $30  per  ounce,  here’s  a  bit  of  guidance  on  creating  your  own  half  dollar  type  set. 

Two  Kennedy  half  dollars. 

In  a  world  of  expensive  coins,  the  Kennedy  halves  seem  all  but  immune.  Proofs  cost  as  little  as  $10,  and  high 
end  coins  with  grades  like  PF-68  or  PF-69  are  almost  common.  Even  a  PF-65  from  1964  -  one  of  the  two  you  really 
should  buy  because  of  its  silver  content  -  lists  as  a  $12  coin,  as  this  is  being  written. 

A  proof  Franklin  half. 

The  entire  Franklin  series  has  some  wonderful  choices  in  it,  whether  you  are  just  trying  to  put  together  a  date  run 
of  circulated  pieces,  or  you  are  trying  to  find  some  high  end  beauty.  Right  now,  there  are  proofs  from  any  of  the  last  four 
years  of  the  series,  1906  -  1963,  that  cost  less  than  $50  each,  even  with  the  rather  coveted  cameo  finish.  Adding  one 
to  any  type  set  you  choose  to  build  probably  won’t  set  you  back  too  much. 

Interestingly,  even  if  you  are  an  aficionado  of  Franklin  halves,  and  check  for  the  full  bell  line  specimens,  those  show¬ 
ing  all  the  detail  of  the  Liberty  Bell  on  the  reverse,  excellent  coins  are  not  out  of  reach.  Several  dates  can  be  had  in  MS- 
65(FBL)  for  anywhere  from  $125  -  $200.  That’s  not  too  bad  for  a  coin  that  is  perfect  down  to  almost  microscopic  detail. 

A  Walking  Liberty  half,  at  least  in  XF-40. 

Moving  back  to  the  Walking  Liberty  halves  means  moving  into  a  series  that  is  one  of  the  most  collected  among 
U.S.  numismatists.  But  even  here,  there  are  some  excellent  coins  to  be  had  at  relatively  good  prices.  There  are  a  few 
years  that  saw  proof  Walkers,  but  most  of  these  are  going  to  cost  four  figures.  Much  more  reasonable  is  the  string  of 
dates  towards  the  end  of  the  series  where  a  lower  end  mint  state  specimen  only  costs  about  $50.  Even  if  you  are  a  truly 
frugal  collector  (and  yes,  we  know  who  we  are  -  usually  the  person  everyone  else  calls  a  cheapskate!),  there  are  plen¬ 
ty  of  extra  fine,  or  XF-40  half  dollars  within  this  series  that  only  are  tagged  at  $10  -  $20  each.  In  short,  it’s  easy  to  plunk 
a  Walking  half  in  alongside  a  Franklin  and  Kennedy  duo. 

A  Barber  half,  also  in  XF-40. 

Going  back  to  Barber  coinage  usually  means  going  to  some  higher  prices,  simply  because  the  entire  series  only 
ran  until  1916.  Certainly,  proof  Barber  halves,  minted  each  year  in  Philadelphia,  are  expensive  items.  But  dig  through 
the  lists  a  bit.  Here’s  what  you  can  find: 

Barber  halves  in  XF-40  for  $1 75.  There  are  so  many  of  them  that  you  might  be  tempted  to  make  a  date  and  mint 
mark  run,  at  least  for  the  years  in  the  20th  century  when  this  series  was  produced.  It’s  hard  to  gauge  how  often  and  how 
well  a  half  dollar  was  used  back  as  the  First  World  War  was  raging,  but  from  the  mintage  totals  of  the  time,  they  appear 
to  have  been  a  common  coin  for  daily  transactions.  At  least,  the  price  jump  for  most  Barber  halves  does  not  really  occur 
until  you  get  to  the  various  grades  of  mint  state. 

One  Seated  Liberty  half,  of  the  5  major  varieties,  still  in  XF-40. 

The  Seated  Liberty  half  dollars  span  a  rather  hefty  number  of  years,  from  1839  all  the  way  up  to  1891.  In  that 
time,  arrows  were  added  at  the  date,  as  the  weight  of  silver  was  changed,  then  removed,  rays  were  added  and  removed 
from  the  reverse,  the  motto  “In  God  We  Trust”  was  added,  and  the  whole  arrows  and  no  arrows  process  was  repeated. 
If  all  that  confuses  you,  it’s  no  matter.  We  just  need  to  find  one  to  add  to  a  type  collection,  as  these  changes  were  rela¬ 
tively  minor. 

Amazingly,  several  of  the  common  date  Seated  Liberty  half  dollars  actually  cost  less  than  their  Barber  siblings. 
Plenty  of  XF-40  examples  cost  less  than  $100.  If  you  slip  down  to  the  VF-20  range,  you  can  even  land  an  1839  for  $90, 
at  least  as  this  is  being  written.  That’s  not  too  shabby.

Just  A  Half  Dollar,  Please?

A  Bust  half  from  1807  -  1836,  still  possibly  in  XF-40. 

These  earlier  Bust  halves  are  often  left  to  variety  specialists,  since  there  is  such  a  zoo  of  varieties  that  were  minted 
from  1807  all  the  way  up  to  1836.  But  when  it  comes  to  a  type  set,  you  simply  need  to  find  one  common  variety,  then  snag  it. 

Believe  it  or  not,  the  1831,  with  a  total  mintage  figure  of  5.8  million  halves,  as  well  as  the  1832,  which  comes  in  a  small 
letter  and  large  letter  variety,  but  which  all  together  has  a  total  of  4.7  million  halves,  are  both  available  for  less  than  $100  in  VF- 
20,  and  for  only  about  $150  in  XF-40.  Those  are  a  couple  of  great  prices  for  some  historically  great  coins. 

A  Draped  Bust  half,  in  F-12. 

Hard  though  it  may  be  to  believe,  even  the  Draped  Bust  halves  of  1801  -  1807,  the  ones  with  the  heraldic  eagle 
reverse,  are  coins  that  can  be  added  to  a  type  set  without  bankrupting  yourself.  It  does  cost  a  bit  more  than  the  previ¬ 
ous  halves  we’ve  looked  at,  but  it’s  possible  to  add  a  piece  in  F-12  to  your  type  set.  You’re  looking  at  $300  to  be  pre¬ 
cise.  That  could  land  you  an  1803,  an  1805,  an  1806,  or  an  1807.  If  you  think  about  it,  it’s  rather  amazing  in  a  good 
way,  that  you  have  four  dates  from  which  to  choose,  all  at  the  same  price. 

Farther  back? 

Yes,  there  were  draped  bust  halves  made  in  1796  and  1797  using  what  is  now  called  the  small  eagle  reverse 
(although,  the  “scrawny”  chicken-eagle  is  probably  more  descriptive),  and  there  were  flowing  hair  half  dollars  produced 
from  1794  -  1796.  The  one  feature  they  all  have  in  common  besides  their  denomination  is  their  extremely  high  price. 
The  type  set  of  half  dollars  we  have  just  discussed  was  made  with  an  eye  towards  keeping  prices  in  line.  So,  unless 
you’d  consider  a  second  mortgage  on  your  house,  any  of  these  early  half  dollars  in  grades  such  as  VF-20,  XF-40,  or  any¬ 
thing  higher,  are  pretty  much  the  stuff  of  dreams. 

Good  dreams  or  bad  shouldn’t  stop  you  from  looking  into  a  type  set  of  half  dollars  though,  despite  the  price  of 
silver  having  reached  some  dizzying  highs  in  the  recent  past.  There  are  still  good  coins  to  be  had.  Try  the  next  FUN 
convention.  You  might  just  find  exactly  what  you  need. 

In  1829,  the  west  coast  of  what  is  now  the  United  States  was  as  exotic  a  place  to  most  east  coast  residents  as 
Antarctica.  The  “Northwest  Territory”  included  what  would  become  the  states  of  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  Michigan.  Native 
Americans  of  quite  a  few  nations  were  still  living  as  their  ancestors  had  for  millennia.  And  the  United  States  Mint  pound¬ 
ed  out  1.23  million  half  dimes. 

Today,  with  the  prices  for  silver  and  gold  reaching  amazing  highs  -  prices  that  haven’t  been  seen  for  decades  - 
plenty  of  collectors  feel  it’s  time  to  step  back  from  purchasing  any  silver  or  gold.  But  amidst  all  the  mayhem  are  some 
beautiful  coins  that  haven’t  been  jolted  by  the  commodities  prices  of  the  past  few  years,  or  that  have  at  least  have  not 
been  affected  too  much.  If  we  look  at  some  of  the  early  silver  of  the  US  Mint,  we  just  might  be  surprised  at  what  is  still

Hundreds

"A  Book  of  Classical  Stories.”  Such  was  the  title,  as  I  recall  it,  of  a  compendium  of  Greek  and  Roman 
mythological  tales  in  “first  year  high”  in  our  education  jurisdiction  when  I  was  a  boy,  back  near  the 
end  of  World  War  II.  We  learned  of  Apollo,  Vulcan,  Ceres...,  and  marvelled  that  such  timeless  names 
are  perpetuated  in  modern  language  (apology,  volcano,  cereal-from  Ceres,  agriculture  goddess”). 
We  readily  grasped  “superhero”  to  have  been  of  distinctly  greater  antiquity  than  those  cavorting  in 
the  black-and-white  “comics”  that  were  our  “English  Literature”  of  choice. 


Those  “classy  tales,”  as  we  tended  to  term  them,  planted,  however  improbably,  a  seed  for  future 
numismatic  interests.  I  much  like  and  greatly  admire  the  best  of  allegorical  bank  note  art.

Allow  me  to  illustrate  with  a  splendid  likeness  of  King  Neptune  “(with  trident),  a  trio  of  sea  maidens, 

and  Mercury,  messenger  of  the  gods,  identifi- 
*  able  by  his  winged  helmet.  The  striking 
Canadian  bank  bill,  which  a  friendly  teller  had 
permitted  me  to  save  from  destruction,  at  face 
value,  was  a  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  $20, 
in  its  later,  small  format.  Issue-dated  1935,  the 
note  redeemable  to  this  day,  was  obtained  close 
to  1 950,  at  which  point  such  bills  still  (very  occa¬ 
sionally)  came  from  circulation. 


The  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  survives,  following  several  mergers,  as  Canadian  Imperial  Bank 
of  Commerce  (CIBC).  A  foremost  Canadian  and  world  institution,  Commerce  dates  from  Canada’s 
year  of  Confederation  (1867),  the  bank’s  50th  anniversary  having  been  marked  by  the  commission¬ 
ing  of  an  outstanding  five-value  note  issue.  We  illustrate  with  pride  $50  and  $100  high  values,  issue 
dated  1917  and  of  the  larger  size  in  service  through  1934.  The  reader  may  be  interested  in  seeking 
to  identify  the  classical  figures. 


Additional  Commerce  notes,  domestic  and  “southern”  (the  bank’s  term)  offer  further  insights  into 
the  classical  vignette  tradition.  The  Commerce  $5  release  of  1892  features  a  reclining  female  fig¬ 
ure  with  a  bound  book  and  “lamp  of  learning.”  The  vignette  also  apears  on  1 888-dated  Commerce 
fives,”  so  clearly  antedates  similiar  A.N.A.  graphic  art.  The  illustrated  “five,”  significantly,  bears  a 
bold  YUKON  overprint,  identifying  it  with  the  territorial  gold  rush.  (Photos  on  next  page)

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Bank  of  Canada  issues  of  the  central  bank’s 
first  two  series,  1935  (nine  values)  and  1937 
(eight  values--no  $500),  featured  quite  attractive  allegorical  backs,  and  have  been  popular  with  col¬ 
lectors.  Chartered  bank  issues  had  been  an  essential  component  of  Canadian  note  circulation  prior 
to  1935.  Indeed,  for  some  decades  all  Canadian  $100’s,  $50’s,  $20’s,  and  $10’s-and  most  distinct¬ 
ly  low,  and  this  has  tended  to  correct  itself  only  in  quite  recent  times. 


Canadian  banking  laws  permitted  banks  to 
issue  notes  for  branches  in  the  (then)  British 
West  Indies.  Our  final  vignette  is  a  reclining 
woman,  with  a  lyre  and  (to  left)  an  overflowing 
jug  or  urn.  This  Commerce  note  is  on  the 
bank’s  branch  in  Bridgetown,  and  is  denominat¬ 
ed  in  Barbados  dollars  and  issue-dated  1922.  I 
do  not  know  what  the  figure  (the  reclining 
woman)  represents-l’d  like  to-but  the  same 
engraving  is  on  the  domestic  $50  of  1893. 


The  overprint  was  to  safeguard  against  theft, 
for  such  notes,  if  stolen  in  transit  or  in  bank  rob¬ 
bery,  could  be  demonetized.  This  having  been 
known,  no  such  theft  occurred. 


On  such  allegorical  art,  the  draped  figures  (folds  of  cloth),  and  even  more  so  the  areas  of  bare  skin 
on  this  less-than-draped,  have  a  vital  role  in  enhancing  note  security.  Like  portraiture  itself  (unique¬ 
ly  well  exemplified  by  the  denomination-identifying  likenesses  on  post-1928  United  States  currency), 
such  images  all  but  defy  successful  copying,  whether  by  photographic  methods  or  by  attempted 
hand-engraving.  Greek  and  Roman  deities,  19th  century  “personifications”  (Security,  Industry, 
Modern  Communications),  and  a  still  more  recent  array  of  anonymous,  highly  recognizable  images 
(as,  representatively,  on  later  U.S.  Military  Payment  Certificates),  serve  a  similar  security 
purpose. ..impressively  well. 

A  second  “allegorical”  thought  is  that  allegorical  art,  in  itself,  could  make  for  a  wonderful  collecting 
theme,  on  currency  and  on  such  as  fiscal  adhesives  (Justice”  on  world  law  stamps),  stocks,  bonds, 
and  a  great  range  of  other  security  paper. 

As  to  English  Literature,  let  it  be  known  that  20  years  later  I  found  myself  back  at  the  old  high  school, 
advising  a  very  fine  school  coin  club. ..and  teaching,  among  other  things,  English  Literature,  includ¬ 
ing  historical  novels  of  Conan  Doyle.  Such  a  work  as  The  White  Company  can  offer  profound 
insights  into  heraldic  art,  and  represent  yet  another  intriguing  paper  money  theme.  iheEnd 
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Canadian  Coinage  Development  and  RCM  Test 
Tokens:  Interesting  and  Collectable  Artifacts  of 


the  Royal  Canadian  Mint

anada  is  planning  new  $1  and  $2  coins  with  new  compositions 
igh-tech  counterfeit  deterrents  for  2012.  The  Royal  Canadian  Min 
CM)  is  planning  for  production  of  the  new  coins  to  begin  in  the  last  quar- 
of  2011,  with  the  coins  ready  for  circulation  in  the  beginning  of  2012.  Thi 
will  be  the  first  major  compositional  change  for  the  dollar  coin  since  1987,  and 
first  for  the  $2  coin  since  1996.  This  major  coinage  composition  change  brings  to  mind  another  unique  series  from  the 
RCM;  test  tokens  produced  to  test  new  metallic  compositions,  sizes  and  production  techniques.  While  news  accounts 
that  the  Canadian  government  has  approved  the  production  of  new  $1  and  $2  Dollar  coins  make  no  mention  of  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  test  tokens,  if  past  experience  is  any  guide,  the  RCM  is  likely  to  test  new  compositions  with  the  production  of 
test  tokens.  Perhaps  even  more  telling,  while  earlier  versions  of  different  test  tokens  found  their  way  into  collectors  cab¬ 
inets  via  unofficial  channels,  more  recent  versions  have  been  offered  for  sale  by  the  RCM,  thus  ensuring  a  more  wide 
spread  distribution  and  collector  interest.  Collectors  of  United  States  coins  may  wonder  why  the  United  States  Mint  has 
not  offered  similar  test  tokens  for  sale  to  collectors,  and  as  the  U.S.  Mint  experiments  with  new  compositions  for  its  cir¬ 
culating  coins,  perhaps  policy  makers  in  Washington  may  wish  to  consider  offering  U.S.  collectors  a  similar  collecting 
option.  This  article  will  examine  the  unique  Canadian  series  of  test  tokens,  and  perhaps  offer  an  intriguing  option  for  U.S. 
policy  makers  as  well. 


The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  has  produced  test  tokens  to  test  machinery,  as  well  as  for  mechanical  testing  of  various  pro¬ 
duction  techniques.  It  has  also  struck  test  tokens  to  test  new  metallic  compositions  for  Canadian  coinage.  Usually,  the 
test  tokens  have  been  produced  when  a  major  coinage  change  is  being  contemplated,  such  as  that  now  being  consid¬ 
ered  by  the  Canadian  government  for  the  new  $1  and  $2  Dollar  coins.  Thus,  the  Royal  Canadian  Test  tokens  are  impor¬ 
tant  historical  artifacts  that  document  the  evolution  of  Canadian  coinage. 

Collectors  of  United  States  coinage  would  be  tempted  to  compare  test  tokens  produced  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  to 
United  States  experimental  and  pattern  pieces.  Like  some  United  States  patterns,  Canadian  test  tokens  have  been  uti¬ 
lized  by  the  Canadian  Mint  to  test  new  shapes  and  compositions  for  Canadian  coinage.  There  are  some  differences, 
unlike  other  tokens,  these  pieces  were  not  made  to  be  utilized  as  anything  directly  related  to  commerce,  thus  they  do  not 
have  denominations  mirroring  that  of  the  country  that  produced  them.  For  U.S.  collectors,  perhaps  the  greatest  similari¬ 
ty  with  the  RCM  test  tokens  would  be  the  United  States  use  of  the  Martha  Washington  design  that  has  been  used  since 

the  1960s  to  test  new  metal  compositions.  The  U.S.  Martha 
Washington  design  has  also  been  utilized  to  test  new  innovations, 
such  as  the  use  of  edge-lettering  on  the  U.S.  1992  Olympic  Dollar.  Like 
the  Martha  Washington  pieces,  but  unlike  pattern  pieces  produced  by 
many  world  mints,  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  test  tokens  are  not  used 
to  develop  new  designs. 

The  RCM  has  utilized  test  tokens  during  various  stages  of  production 
to  ensure  a  flawless  final  product.  Test  tokens  have  been  and  are  still 
utilized  for  die  and  die  coating  testing,  for  plating  process  modifica¬ 
tions,  for  dimensional  testing,  for  metal  tolerance,  for  the  edge  profile 
process,  for  coin  collars,  for  the  conformity  of  the  electromagnetic  sig¬ 
nature  in  coins,  as  well  as  other  uses  relating  to  coin  and  medal  production. 

The  Charlton  Standard  Catalogue  of  Canadian  Coins  (sometimes  referred  to  as  the  Canadian  "Red  Book")  is  the  stan¬ 
dard  reference  for  these  interesting  tokens,  thus  the  Charlton  numbers  are  used  to  describe  the  pieces  that  are  referred 
m  this  article.  The  "TT"  standing  for  Test  Token.  The  Charlton  number  is  designated  with  TT  and  then  another  number 
standing  for  the  denomination  in  cents,  broken  by  a  decimal  point  for  the  type  number.  Thus,  the  designation  TT-10.1A 
would  refer  to  a  Ten  Cent  denomination  sized  test  token,  with  "1 "  referring  to  the  oldest  or  first  known  of  the  type,  and  the 
A  referring  to  the  oldest  or  first  known  of  the  particular  variety.  Thus,  as  another  example,  TT-200.8  would  refer  to  a  test 
token  for  a  Two  Dollar  (200  cents)  coin,  type  8.  The  RCM  also  produced  several  sets  of  tokens,  these  are  designated  as 
TTS.  for  Test  Token  Set,  and  designated  by  a  number  pertaining  to  its  order  of  issuance,  thus,  a  set  designated  TTS-6 
//ould  indicate  that  it  was  the  sixth  test  token  set  issued  by  the  RCM.

All  known  RCM  Test  Tokens  were  struck  starting  in  the  1960s  to  the  present.  The  exception  is  a  token  issued  in  1907.  The 
round,  reeded,  bronze  piece  was  struck  to  adjust  the  coining  presses  prior  to  the  first  production  of  Canadian  coins  at  the 
then  new  Ottawa  branch  of  the  Royal  Mint.  Charlton  designates  the  piece  as  TT-50.1.  The  simple  and  somewhat  crude 
design  has  the  words  "OTTAWA  MINT"  across  the  top  periphery  along  the  top  portion  of  the  medal  and  "TRIAL  RUN"  across 
the  bottom.  The  reverse  has  "NOVEMBER"  across  the  top,  with  "1907"  across  the  bottom.  There  is  no  other  design  ele¬ 
ment  on  either  side  of  this  simple  token.  This  rather  bland  token  lists  for  $7,500  in  the  2011  version  of  Charlton. 

Most  of  the  Canadian  test  tokens  that  have  been  produced  over  the  years  were  struck  and  often  destroyed.  These  were 
largely  unknown  to  the  hobby,  and  new  varieties  are  still  being  discovered.  Invariably,  issues  would  eventually  make  their 
way  into  the  collector  market,  where  they  have  been  avidly  acquired  by  those  interested  in  the  unique  nature  of  the  issues. 
Typically,  basic  information  such  as  mintages  and  designers/engravers  is  missing  from  the  reference  books  on  this  series. 


Prior  to  1996,  test  tokens  were  not  formerly  sold  by  the  RCM.  However,  in  the  wake  of  published  accounts  of  high  prices 
being  paid  for  test  tokens  used  in  the  determination  of  the  Two  Dollar  coin  composition,  the  mint  decided  to  offer  the  token, 
subsequently  designated  as  TT-200. 1 7,  for  sale  to  collectors.  This  particular  token  was  used  in  the  development  of  the  1 996 
Two  Dollar  coin,  North  America's  first  circulating  bimetallic  coin  consisting  of  a  nickel  outer  ring  and  an  aluminum  bronze 
core.  The  coin,  which  quickly  became  popularly  known  by  Canadians  as  the  "Twoonie"  was  first  issued  in  1996.  The  token, 
like  the  coin,  is  28.00  mm,  weighing  7.30  grams  and  is  composed  of  a  round  bimetallic  composition,  with  a  outer  nickel  ring 
and  a  copper,  aluminum  nickel  core.  This  particular  token  is  the  most  readily  available  in  the  series,  with  over  20,000  pro¬ 
duced  and  sold  on  the  collector  market. 

Building  on  the  collector  market  for  this  unique  collectible,  the  RCM  would  subsequently  offer  three  additional  sets:  A  2004 
set  (TTS-4)  for  the  first  colorized  circulating  coin,  and  two  sets  in  2006,  one  (TTS-5)  for  the  second  colorized  circulating 
coin,  and  the  other  (TTS-6),  more  of  a  commemorative  nature,  for  some  of  the  unused  size  and  shapes  considered  for  the 
Two  Dollar  coin  on  the  occasion  of  the  tenth  anniversary  of  its  issuance. 

In  general,  as  far  as  metallic  art  is  concerned,  Canadian  test  tokens  are  not  going  to  win  any  prizes.  Generally,  these  a  rel¬ 
atively  bland  and  spiritless  looking  pieces.  The  series  does  have  several  interesting  and  unique  designs.  Some  of  them, 
like  the  1965  test  token  for  the  fifty  cent  denomination,  which  features  a  Ram,  are  quite  attractive.  Unfortunately,  the  four 
different  medal  and  edge  variations  of  this  issue,  TT-50.2,  TT-50.3,  TT-50.4,  and  TT-55.5  (the  last  designation  likely  a 
Charlton  numbering  error)  is  one  of  the  more  expensive  tokens  in  the  series,  which  according  to  Charlton,  lists  in  the  $3000- 
4000  range. 

However,  test  tokens  for  the  twenty-five  cent  and  ten  cent  coins  offer  attractive  collecting  opportunities  that  are  also  affordable. 

A  case  in  point,  in  1965  the  RCM  issued  several  varieties  of  the  twenty-five  test  tokens  to  test  the  upcoming  switch  from 
silver  composition  coins  to  pure  nickel.  One  design,  designated  TT-25.1A  and  TT-25.1B  was  struck  to  provide  a  piece  for 
testing  the  nickel  composition  that  would  ultimately  be  used  on  Canadian  Twenty-Five  Cent  coins  from  1968-2000.  It  was 
used  to  provide  a  piece  for  adjusting  vending  machines  for  nickel  coins.  United  States  collectors  familiar  with  the  change 
from  silver  to  cupro-nickel  in  the  United  States,  will  find  some  similarity  to  the  Martha  Washington  test  pieces  which  were 
used  to  test  alternative  compositions  during  the  phase  out  of  silver  coinage. 

The  Canadian  Test  Tokens  of  the  1960s,  like  most  of  the  test  tokens  produced  and  catalogued,  were  not  officially  released 
to  collectors,  but  many  found  their  way  into  the  numismatic  market  through  industry  testing.  The  design,  which  is  identical 
on  both  sides,  carries  the  legend  "TWENTY  FIVE  TOKENS  1965,"  and  features  a  quintessential  Canadian  design  consist¬ 
ing  of  three  stylized  Canadian  Geese  in  flight.  TT.25.1  A  includes  the  legend  "R.C.M."  for  Royal  Canadian  Mint.  It  trades  in 
the  $400-500  range.  A  nearly  identical  design,  without  the  R.C.M.  designation,  designated  TT-25.1B  trades  in  the  $90-150 
range  depending  on  condition.  Other  varieties  of  the  1965  Flying  Geese  design  are  catalogued  as  well,  with  examples 
known  in  copper,  brass,  aluminum  and  stainless  steel. 

Another  variety,  which  trades  in  the  $300-400  price  range,  utilizes  a  dual  portrait  of  King  George  and  Queen  Mary  previ¬ 
ously  used  on  an  official  State  visit  commemorative  medal  struck  by  the  Canadian  Mint  in  1939. 

There  are  a  number  of  varieties,  some  utilizing  the  same  design  on  both  sides,  some  utilizing  a  combination  of  the 
Kind/Queen  and  aforementioned  Geese  designs. 

These  test  tokens  are  all  23.7  mm,  with  a  thickness  of  1.6mm.  The  nickel  examples  weigh  5.01  grams.

In  1965,  the  RCM  also  struck  test  tokens  for  the  ten  cent  denomination.  These  "Ten  Test  Token"  pieces  were  also  struck  to 
test  the  nickel  composition  that  was  ultimately  struck  from  1968-2000. 


One  token,  designated  TT-10.1  A,  was  produced  in  the  same  diameter  of  the  Canadian  Ten  Cent  coin,  and  was  utilized  to  test  the 
nickel  composition  that  ultimately  became  the  composition  of  the  Canadian  Ten  Cent  coin  in  production  from  1968-2000. 


Recently,  several  copper  examples  of  this  variety  have  been  graded  by  NGC, 
and  was  first  listed  in  the  2009  Charlton  Catalog.  Prior  to  the  listing  in  Charlton,  NGC  listed  the  token  as  TT-10.1  A  Copper. 
The  TT-10.1  A  designation  was  also  used  on  the  nickel  composition  of  the  same  design.  This  particular  piece  has  traded  in 
on-line  auctions  in  the  $300-400  range. 


The  design,  which  is  identical  on  both  sides  of  the  token,  carries  the  leg¬ 
end  "R.C.M.  TEN  TOKENS  1965."  The  design  consists  of  a  bouqu 
of  flowers  and  a  fleur-de-lis.  No  information  pertaining  to  a  designer  is 
known,  and  there  are  no  initials  to  give  a  clue  to  the  identity  of 
designer.  The  nickel  example  of  this  token  is  quite  affordable, 
depending  on  the  grade,  it  trades  in  the  $70-120  range.  It  weighs  2. 
grams,  has  a  diameter  of  1 7.8  mm  and  a  thickness  of  1 .2  mm.  Like  the 
circulating  ten  cent  coin,  it  also  has  a  reeded  edge. 


The  speculation  is  that  copper  composition  was  produced  to  run  tests  on  the  test  token  dies,  since  there  was  no  plans  to  change 
composition  on  coins  other  than  the  switch  from  silver  to  nickel  coinage.  This  particular  copper  test  token  was  only  recently  discov¬ 
ered.  Copper  is  somewhat  softer  and  easier  to  strike  than  nickel,  and  this  piece  was  probably  struck  to  test  the  dies.  The  copper 
examples  are  slightly  heavier  than  the  nickel  pieces,  weighing  3.1 9  grams.  Unlike  the  nickel  pieces,  the  copper  pieces  have  a  smooth 
edge.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  a  dozen  of  this  recently  discovered  piece  exists.  Charlton  lists  the  market  value  in  the  $1 50- 
200  range,  however  more  recent  auction  results  seem  to  suggest  a  range  in  the  $300-400  range. 

For  some  inexplicable  and  totally  bizarre  reason,  this  particular  token,  first  listed  in  the  2009  issue  (and  subsequently  in  the 
2010  and  2011  issues)  of  the  Charlton  catalog  breaks  with  past  practice  and  designates  this  Ten  Token  piece  in  the  catego¬ 
ry  of  "One  Cent  Test  Tokens."  A  designation  that  runs  counter  to  its  categorization  of  the  pieces  according  to  the  stated 
denomination.  This  piece,  designated  "Ten  Tokens,"  logically  belongs  in  the  Ten  Token  category.  Hopefully,  rational  heads 
at  Charlton  Press  will  re-list  the  token  in  the  correct  category.  For  now  though,  this  piece  is  designated  as  TT-1.0. 

Another  variety,  encountered  in  the  nickel  composition,  with  essentially  the  same  design  but  with  a  minor  difference  is  also 
often  encountered,  designated  TT-10.1  B,  it  was  probably  struck  later  than  the  test  token  designated  TT-10.1  A. 

The  design  of  TT-10.1B  is  nearly  identical  to  TT-10.1  A,  with  the  exception  that  the  initials  “R.C.M”  were  eliminated  from  the 
die  design.  Like  TT-10.1A,  both  sides  carry  an  identical  design.  This  variety  also  trades  in  the  $70  -  120  range,  with  high 
grade  examples  having  been  certified  by  the  major  grading  services. 

According  to  the  most  recent  issue  of  Charlton,  there  are  116  listed  test  tokens  from  Canada.  Most  of  the  designs  are  very 
similar.  The  most  common  design,  utilized  since  at  least  1976,  consists  of  obverse  and  reverse  designs  with  the  same  cen¬ 
tral  design  element,  but  reflecting  the  bilingual  nature  of  the  Canadian  Confederation,  one  side  is  in  English  while  the  other 
side  is  in  French.  Thus,  one  side  carries  the  legend  "TEST  TOKEN  -  ROYAL  CANADIAN  MINT,"  while  the  other  side  carries 
the  French  legend  "EPREUVE  MONNAIE  ROYALE  CANADIENNE."  Apparently  Charlton  doesn't  want  to  wade  into  the 
English/French  battle  and  thus  does  not  designate  which  side  is  heads  and  the  other  tails. 

The  central  design  theme  is  identical  however;  a  design  of  three  maple  leaves  radiating  out  in  a  circle.  The  Maple  Leaf  of 
course  is  a  well  recognized  symbol  of  Canada.  This  design  type,  with  slight  differences,  has  been  used  on  tokens  testing 
alternate  compositions  for  the  one,  five  and  ten  cent  coins  in  the  late  1970s,  and  for  the  preparation  of  the  launch  of  a  new 
dollar  coin  in  1986  and  two  dollar  coin  in  1996. 


Another  design  type  commonly  encountered  in  the  numismatic  market  was  offered  for  sale  by  the  RCM.  It  consists  of  a 
obverse  design  featuring  eight  horizontal  rows  of  repeating  RCM  Maple  Leaf  Monograms.  The  words  "TEST  TOKEN"  above 
the  French  "EPREUVE"  appear  incuse  at  the  center  of  the  token  design.  It  was  utilized  on  the  obverse  test  token  for  the 
2004  and  2006  twenty-five  test  token  coins.  This  design  was  used  on  both  the  2004  uncolored  Poppy  (TT-25.20)  obverse 
and  the  2006  uncolored  "Creating  a  Future  Without  Breast  Cancer"  design.  (TT-25.21).  Both  were  issued  by  the  RCM  which 
eold  a  limited  but  substantial  -  quantity  of  the  test  tokens  as  part  of  a  set  consisting  of  six  tokens  as  well  as  a  an  example 

of  the  colorized  circulating  coins  issued  in  2004  and  2006. 
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The  obverse  design  was  used  on  both  the  2004  uncolored  poppy  (TT-25.20)  reverse  and 
the  2006  uncolored  Breast  Cancer  Awareness  design.  (TT-25.21).  In  2006,  following  the  suc¬ 
cessful  sales  of  the  2004  set,  the  RCM  again  issued  another  test  token  set,  this  time  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  introduction  of  the  second  colored  circulation  coin,  designated  by  the  RCM  as  "Creating  a  Future  Without 
Breast  Cancer"  Twenty-Five  Cent  coin.  Similar  to  the  2004  set  produced  by  the  RCM,  the  coin  and  the  six  tokens  are  all  of 
specimen  quality.  Following  the  pattern  set  forth  with  the  2004  set,  there  is  no  corresponding  token  for  the  Fifty  Cent  piece. 


The  test  token  for  the  2004  Twenty-Five  Cent  "Poppy"  circulating  coin,  features  the  design  used 
on  the  "Poppy"  circulation  coin  without  the  red  color  of  the  coin  as  issued.  The  set  includes 
an  actual  circulation  coin  with  the  red  color  imprint.  The  reverse  of  the  Twenty-Five  Cent 
"Poppy"  test  pattern,  Charlton  Standard  Catalogue  #  TT-25.20  is  of  a  different  design  of 
the  rest  of  the  set.  The  reverse  is  of  the  design  used  on  the  circulation  coin  without  the 
color.  The  obverse  design  features  eight  uniform  horizontal  rows  of  the  RCM's  Maple 
Leaf  Monogram  along  with  the  words  "TEST  TOKEN"  above  the  French  "EPREUVE" 
which  appear  incuse.  There  is  no  report  as  to  who  the  designer  of  the  tokens  is,  but  the 
coin  design  is  credited  to  Susanna  Blunt  and  Susan  Taylor  for  the  obverse  (Queen)  and 
Robert  R.  Carmichael  and  Stan  Witten  for  the  reverse  (poppy  design). 


This  colored  coin  features  a  repeating  design  of  the  word  "CANADA"  around  the  outer 
ring,  along  with  the  denomination  "25  Cents"  each  repeated  three  times  along  with  three 
crossed  ribbons.  The  inner  core  features  a  colored  pink  ribbon,  symbolic  of 
Cancer  Awareness. 


The  Twenty-Five  Cent  Test  Token  for  the  "Creating  a  Future  Without  Breast  Cancer"  is 
unique  for  the  test  token  series  in  that  it  actually  includes  the  denomination  of  "25  Cents. 

Similar  to  the  earlier  2004  "Poppy"  Twenty-Five  Cent  coin,  this  2006  token  also  lacks  the  impri 
colorized  pink  ribbon  that  is  on  the  circulation  coin.  This  token  is  listed  in  Charlton  Standard  Catalog 
as  TT-25.21. 


Although  the  RCM  was  and  still  produces  a  Fifty  Cent  coin,  there  is  no  Fifty  Cent  sized  token  included  in  either  of  the  sets. 
The  total  mintage  of  the  2004  set  was  9,534.  The  set  has  catalogue  #  TTS-4,  and  the  2006  set,  designated  TTS-5,  has  a 
reported  mintage  of  10,000.  All  were  issued  in  specimen  quality  and  offered  in  a  pilofilm  pouch,  black  envelope  and  certifi¬ 
cate  of  authenticity.  The  issue  price  for  both  of  these  sets  was  $49.95. 


The 


other  tokens  in  the  two  test  sets  offered  include  five  examples  of  tokens  for  the  denominations  of 
one,TT-1 .9,  five,  TT-5.7,  ten,  TT-10.10,  dollar  TT-100.13,  and  two  dollar  TT-200.17  denominations.  The 
design  elements  of  five  of  the  tokens,  which  are  identical  in  the  size,  composition,  thick¬ 
ness,  weight,  and  diameter  to  the  then  existing  One  Cent,  Five  Cents,  Ten  Cents,  as 
well  as  the  One  Dollar  and  Two  Dollar  coins  currently  being  produced  by  the  RCM 
circulation.  The  design  consists  of  a  trio  of  Maple  Leafs  radiating  outward.  This 
ign  element  is  identical  on  the  tokens  for  the  aforementioned  denominations, 
th  the  inscriptions  reflecting  the  bilingual  nature  of  the  Canadian  Federation.  One 
de  is  English  "TEST  TOKEN  ROYAL  CANADIAN  MINT"  the  other  side  depicting 
French  inscription  "  EPREUVE  MONNAIE  ROYALE  CANADIENNE." 


The  Five,  Ten  and  Twenty-Five  test  token  pieces  as  well  as  the  Poppy  Twenty-Five  Cent  coin  were  produced  of  a  compo¬ 
sition  the  RCM  describes  as  a  "three-ply  plated  steel  nickel." 


The  Two  Dollar  Test  Token  TT-200.17  is  produced  of  an  outer  ring  of  nickel  and  an  inner  core  of  a  copper,  aluminum  and 
nickel.  This  token  had  previously  been  offered  separately  in  1996  having  been  used  to  test  the  composition  for  the  Two 
Dollar  Coin  or  "Twoonie"  introduced  for  circulation  that  year.  Thus  the  total  mintage  figure  for  this  token  is  higher  than  the 
rest  of  the  set  -  but  by  how  much  no  one  knows  as  the  RCM  did  not  release  that  information. 


The  One  Dollar  Test  Token  TT-100.13  is  produced  of  nickel  electro-plated  with  bronze. 

The  One  Cent  Test  Token  TT-1.9  is  produced  of  what  the  RCM  describes  as  "two-ply  plated  steel  copper." 
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A  second  test  token  set  was  produced  by  the  RCM  in  2006  in  conjunction  with  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  two-dollar  cir¬ 
culation  coin  introduced  in  1996.  It  was  issued  at  $69.95  and  Charlton  designates  it  TTS-6.  This  set  highlights  some  of  the 
new  concepts  that  were  being  explored  in  the  1990's  -  including  coins  with  a  distinctive  scalloped  shape;  increased  coin 
thickness  (Piedfort);  and  an  irregular  shape  featuring  a  bi-metallic  composition.  Unlike  all  previous  test  tokens  produced, 
these  pieces  have  no  history  of  having  been  produced  other  than  for  sale  to  collectors. 

The  inclusion  of  these  concept  tokens  in  this  set  make  it  unique  among  the  other  test  token  sets  that  have  been  issued  by 
the  RCM.  Charlton  recognizes  the  unique  nature  of  these  "concept  test  tokens"  and  includes  a  "C"  for  concept  in  the 
Charlton  numbering  system  for  the  individual  pieces. 

The  concept  set  also  includes  a  2006  circulation  $2  coin  as  well  as  a  two-dollar  coin  featuring  the  special  design  that  was 
produced  to  commemorate  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  $2  coin.  A  total  of  10,000  sets  were  authorized.  The  sets  were  pro¬ 
duced  in  a  maroon  clamshell  case,  with  a  black  flock  insert  in  a  hard  plastic  holder,  along  with  a  certificate  of  authenticity. 

The  specifications  of  these  concept  test  tokens,  all  of  which  are  in  "medal  rotation"  are  as  follows: 

Scalloped,  weight  4.50  grams,  diameter  22.5mm;  edge  smooth;  composition  100  percent  nickel.  Charlton  number  TT-C3. 

Round,  weight  8.40  grams,  diameter  22.5mm,  edge  smooth;  composition  Muntz  metal  -  60  percent  Copper,  40  percent  zinc. 
Charlton  number  TT-C7. 

Bi-metallic,  weight  6.86  grams,  diameter  28mm;  edge  smooth;  composition  Bi-metallic;  Aluminum  Bronze  insert:  92  percent 
Copper,  6  percent  Aluminum,  2  percent  Nickel;  Outer  Ring:  99  percent  Nickel.  Charlton  number  TT-C10. 

The  three  collector  sets  are  occasionally  offered  on  the  secondary  market  and  typically  trade  in  the  $50-70  dollar  range. 
They  represent  the  most  common  and  easily  obtainable  examples  of  the  series  available  for  collectors. 

The  major  grading  services,  PCGS,  NGC  and  the  Canadian  certification  service;  ICCS,  International  Coin  Certification 
Service,  all  grade  and  certify  the  tokens  and  examples  are  often  encountered  on  on-line  auction  services  such  as  eBay. 

Collectors  of  Royal  Canadian  Mint  test  tokens  have  a  number  of  collecting  options.  Collectors  may  focus  on  a  particular 
denomination,  or  may  opt  for  tokens  leading  up  to  a  major  change  to  a  denomination,  such  as  the  change  from  silver  to 
nickel  coinage  in  the  1960s,  or  the  launch  of  an  entirely  new  denomination  such  as  the  Two  Dollar  coin  in  1996.  The  entire 
collection  is  not  an  unreasonable  goal  or  unattainable  goal.  Although  acquiring  the  rarest  issues  -  basically  the  five  types 
of  tokens  for  the  fifty  cent  test  tokens,  will  alone  set  a  collector  back  about  $30,000.  Most  of  the  remaining  test  token  issues 
trade  less  than  $300  a  piece,  with  many  available  in  the  $20-30  dollar  range.  Sets  of  the  One,  Five,  Ten,  Twenty-Five  Cent 
denominations  as  well  as  the  One  and  Two  Dollar  Test  Tokens  are  a  challenging,  but  affordable,  collecting  pursuit. 

One  other  appealing  aspect  of  this  series  is  that  these  tokens  are  not  the  generic  type  of  material  that  fills  the  bourse  floors 
of  local,  state  or  even  national  conventions,  and  even  the  more  common  tokens  require  a  moderate  amount  of  searching. 
Other  than  dealers  who  specialize  in  Canadian  numismatic  material,  probably  the  best  source  for  these  items  would  be  the 
on-line  auction  firms,  such  as  eBay. 

Whether  the  RCM  utilizes  test  tokens  to  test  the  planned  new  security  features  and  compositions  for  the  planned  new  $1 
and  $2  coins  is  currently  open  to  speculation.  If  past  experience  is  any  guide,  however,  it  is  likely  that  the  RCM  will  pro¬ 
duce  these  to  test  the  new  compositions.  Canadian  collectors  may  even  be  offered  these  test  tokens  as  they  were  for  the 
1996  release  of  the  $2  coin,  and  the  2004  and  2006  colorized  twenty-five  cent  coins.  If  it  does,  it  is  likely  to  generate  numis¬ 
matic  interest  in  this  unique  series.  Perhaps  too,  as  policy  makers  at  the  U.S.  Mint  look  at  their  Canadian  colleagues,  a  new 
collecting  option  for  U.S.  collectors  may  emerge  as  well  -  one  that  documents  the  emergence  of  new  metallic  compositions 
of  United  States  coinage.  In  any  event,  as  it  stands  today,  acquiring  a  complete  set  of  RCM  test  tokens  may  prove  difficult 
but  is  not  impossible.  Sets  of  tokens  utilized  for  a  particular  denomination  are  challenging  but  more  easily  achievable.  Of 
course,  one  can  define  what  constitutes  a  complete  set  for  oneself  and  enjoy  a  rewarding  collection  of  these  interesting 
artifacts  of  Canadian  coinage  evolution. 
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Early  Bird  Badges 

If  you  do  not  have  a  table  at  the  F.U.N.  show  and  would  like  entry  into  the  convention  hall  during  dealer  hours,  you 
may  do  so  by  purchasing  an  "early  bird  badge."

A  Sudoku  Challenge.. 
..with  a  Difference 
Your  Sudoku  Challenge  this  issue 
“solves”  to  a  two-word  “key”  ...  but 
a  key  that  poses  a  numismatic 
question  rather  than  providing  a 
response. 


Accompanying  the  literal  Sucoku  is 
a  paper  money  image  which  nor¬ 
mally  we  would  place  with  the  solu¬ 
tion,  next  issue.  The  likeness  and 
the  Sudoku  comment  converge  to  a 
most  fundamental  numismatic 
question:  “How  come?” 

The  note  under  consideration  is  th 
R100  top  denomination  of  Imperial 
Ban  of  Canada  (the  bank  founded 
1875,  merged  to  form  Canadian 
Imperial  Bank  of  Commerce  1961). 
The  bill  bears  (lower  center)  the  imprint  of  British  American  Bank  Note  Company,  Montreal,  the 
renowned  producer  of  much  post-Confederation  Canadian  currency,  bonds  postage  and  fiscal  adhe¬ 
sives,  and  such.  The  note  is  issue-dated  “2nd  Jan(uary)1917.”  Design  elements  recall  the  bank’s 
first  $100  release  of  1875. 

Three  “endorsements”  on  the  face  of  the  1917-dated  Imperial  Bank  $100  certainly  should  serve  to 
raise  questions.  An  oval  rubber  stamp,  lower  left,  carries  penned  initials,  “ze(?)/3210,”  with  the  word 
or  abbreviation  “RESHT»>”:  the  item  has  been  “cleared,”  likely  from  Europe,  for  “collection”  from 
the  issuing  bank.  At  this  point,  the  note  had  been  dishonored,  thrice  struck,  with  a  red  handstamp, 
COUNTERFEIT;  and  twice  punched,  through  the  denomination  and  signatures  panel,  VOID,  in  sans- 
serif  capitals,  5  holes  (15mm)  high.  Imperial’s  1917-dated  $100  I  find  duly  listed  in  the  1980  World 
Paper  Money  standard  catalogue,  priced  in  three  conditions,  but  with  no  indication  that  startling  good 
counterfeits  might  exist. 

So,  solve  the  literal  Sudoku,  and  find  the 
nine-letter  key  (seek  a  row,  a  column,  or  a 
3x3  square).  The  key  should  raise  a  “How 
come?”  question  which  FUN-Topics  will  be 
considering  in  the  Fall  issue.

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L.T.  Canova  Token  from  St.  Augustine,  Florida

The  Peace  of  Paris  in  1763  gave  Florida  to  the  British. 

When  the  British  entered  Florida  they  found  it  depopu¬ 
lated,  which  is  hard  to  fathom  today.  To  promote  settle¬ 
ment  the  Proclamation  of  1763  offered  easy  terms  to 
prospective  settlers  who  desired  land  grants.  A  Scottish 
physician,  Dr.  Andrew  Turnbull,  seized  this  opportunity. 

Realizing  that  citizens  from  the  British  /Isles  might  have 
difficulty  with  the  heat  and  humidity  in  Florida  he 
resolved  to  use  Greeks  as  settlers,  who  were  accus¬ 
tomed  to  such  conditions  and  knew  how  to  cultivate  olives,  cotton,  and 
tobacco.  Fie  had  experiene  with  the  Greeks  as  his  wife  was  Greek.  He 
received  large  grants  of  land  near  the  Ponce  de  Leon  Inlet.  His  plans  called  for  500  Greek  settlers 
to  cultivate  crops  that  would  thrive  in  the  Florida  Climate.  He  called  his  colony  New  Smyrna  after 
the  birth  place  of  his  wife. 


Turnball  arrived  at  the  port  of  Maon  on  Minorca  in  June  1767.  Minorca  is  one  of  the  Balearic  Islands 
located  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea  belonging  to  Spain.  It  lies  about  halfway  between  Spain  and  the 
island  of  Sardinia.  It  takes  its  name  from  being  smaller  than  the  nearby  island  of  Majorca.  His  orig¬ 
inal  intention  was  to  go  to  Greece  to  enlist  immigrants  however  his  recruiting  efforts  in  Greece  were 
much  more  difficult  than  anticipated.  Eventually  about  200  Greeks  were  recruited.  Turnbull  returned 
to  Minorca  to  find  a  group  of  about  one  thousand  Minorcans  who  wanted  to  migrate  to  Florida  as  On 
April  17,  1768  Turnball  left  Minorca  with  eight  ships  carrying  403  colonists  headed  to  Florida,  almost 
three  times  more  than  his  original  plan. 

All  the  colonists  had  signed  letters  of  indenture  with  Turnbull.  They  would  work  for  a  set  number  of  years. 
At  the  end  of  that  time  they  would  be  released  from  the  indenture  and  Turnbull  would  give  them  a  small 
plot  of  land  for  their  own.  This  was  a  great  plan  for  both  sides.  Problem  was  that  Turnbull  never  let  them 
out  of  indenture  after  the  agreed  upon  number  of  years.  In  1777  three  Minorcan  men  escaped  the 
colony,  turned  north  and  went  to  St.  Augustine  where  they  sought  an  audience  with  Governor  Tonyn  ask¬ 
ing  for  justice  as  their  terms  of  indenture  had  expired.  Governor  Tynon  promised  to  protect  their  rights. 
A  number  of  factors  came  into  play;  the  conditions  at  New  Smyrna,  the  need  for  men  to  protect  Florida 
because  of  the  outbreak  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  antagonism  between  Tonyn  and  Turnbull,  led 
Governor  Tonyn  to  liberate  the  New  Smyrna  colonists.  During  May  and  June  of  1777  most  of  the 
colonists  migrated  to  St.  Augustine  and  by  1 7  July  1 777  Turnbull’s  attorneys  had  set  all  the  colonists  free. 

One  of  the  descendants  of  these  early  Minorcans  in  St.  Augustine  was  Lucian  Tomas  Canova  a.k.a.  L. 
T.  Canova.  He  was  born  in  St.  Augustine  on  January  7,  1852.  L.T.  Canova  was  successful  business¬ 
man  who  owned  a  saloon  (the  first  in  Florida  it  is  claimed)  where  the  DeNoel  French  Pastry  shop  is  locat¬ 
ed  now  at  the  corner  of  Artillery  Lane  and  Charlotte  Street.  He  also  had  a  brand  of  cigars  “L.T.  Canova 
Specials”  which  featured  a  picture  of  his  son,  Lucian  Spencer  Canova.  He  may  also  have  had  an  inter¬ 
est  in  the  Jacksonville  Brewery. 

I  found  him  listed  as  a  saloon  keeper  in  St.  Augustine  in  my  1883  and  1893  Bradstreet  directoies. 
Sometime  around  this  timeframe  he  issued  this  token  which  was  manufactured  by  Chas.  Pick  &  Co.  of 
Chicago.  The  token,  pictured  at  the  beginning  of  the  article,  is  made  of  brass  and  measures  24  mm.  L.T. 
passed  away  on  September  21,  1915  and  is  buried  in  St.  Augustine.
